Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1937- 

This  Report,  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report  to  you,  is  com- 
piled in  accordance  with  the  regulations  and  requirements  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  past  year  has  proved  another  period  of  excellent 
results.  No  particular  item  appears  to  call  for  special  comment, 
for  within  this  exhaustive  and  comprehensive  survey  will  be 
found  statistics  and  tables  which  adequately  reveal  all  details. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  almost  daily 
increases,  and  has  in  the  very  recent  years  grown  in  immense 
proportions.  The  centralisation  of  the  work  in  the  institution  of 
its  own  department  adjoining  the  Municipal  Offices  has  done 
much  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  enlarged  Borough  ; even  so,  I 
would  predict  a still  further  increase  in  its  responsibilities,  duties 
and  necessities. 

The  long-anticipated  closure  of  our  Isolation  Hospital  still 
remains  in  abeyance,  wdth  no  apparent  decision  in  the  near 
future.  This  undecided  attitude  is  a factor  difficult  to  cope  with, 
for  one  with  a mind  to  sane  economy  has  to  be  prepared  to  keep 
the  establishment,  as  far  as  is  possible,  so  as  to  meet  all  emergen- 
cies and  yet  be  prepared  for  its  abolition.  I am  glad  to  say  that 
all  cases  have  been  met  with  ease  and  efficiency. 

The  Report  will,  I think,  exhibit  to  you  all  the  informa- 
tion you  desire,  and  in  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the 
Council  members,  particularly  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  ; the  Town  Clerk,  and  his 


Staff,  and  the  Borough  Surveyor  and  his  Staff,  for  their  kind 
co-operation. 

I would  especially  mention  my  own  Staff,  who  have 
worked  w7ell  and  hard,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  has  been 
an  able  and  invaluable  factor  in  the  completion  of  a year  of 
highly  concentrated  excellent  work.

Physical  Features. 

With  the  addition  of  Walmer  Urban  District  and  a part  of  the 
Eastry  Rural  District  under  the  provisions  of  the  Kent  Review 
Order,  1935,  the  amenities  of  Deal  have  been  further  amplified. 

Claiming  a total  frontage  of  promenade  foreshore  to  the  renowned 
Downs  of  nearly  3|  miles,  Deal  remains  like  other  South  Coast 
seaside  holiday  resorts,  formidable  in  restoring  health  to  mind  and 
body,  due  to  the  abundance  of  ozone,  its  healthy  bright  climate,  its 
wooded  areas  and  open  spaces.  The  beach,  composed  of  flint 
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pebbles,  is  exceptionally  clean,  and  remains  unpolluted  at  all  states 
of  the  tides,  while  the  natural  promenade  greens  and  the  Glen  of 
the  Walmer  area  give  added  charm  to  the  district. 


Meteorology. 

Details  of  meteorological  observations  are  set  forth  in  Tables  I 
and  IT. 

The  hottest  month  was  August,  giving  a mean  of  the  maximum 
readings  in  the  shade  of  71.6°,  aud  the  mean  of  the  minimum 
readings  of  57.8°,  while  the  coldest  month  was  December,  with  a 
mean  of  the  maximum  readings  of  43.0°,  and  a mean  of  the  minimum 
readings  of  36.5°. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  31.20  inches,  the  heaviest 
amount  falling  in  December,  viz.  4.64  inches,  while  during  November 
the  amount  registered  was  only  .71  inches,  this  being  the  driest 
month  of  the  year. 

There  were  151  days  of  the  year  on  which  0.1  of  an  inch  or  more 
of  rain  fell. 

The  total  hours  of  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year  was  1,477.9,  the 
sunniest  month  being  June  with  225.7  hours,  while  December,  with 
a recording  of  25.7  hours,  had  the  least  sunshine.

Social  Conditions. 

Although  Deal  may  still  be  claimed  as  a residential  district, 
especially  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town  and  in  the  Walmer  area,  the 
general  tract  from  other  parts  of  the  country  to  this  locality  due  to 
the  mining  industry  at  Betteshanger,  some  three  miles  away,  has 
added  to  the  population  a keen  industrial  community. 

Resulting  from  this  increased  population,  building  operations  in 
the  area  have  developed  at  an  alarmingly  rapid  rate,  more  particular- 
ly in  the  South-West  part  of  the  Borough.  The  housing  sites  have 
been  carefully  planned  and  being  on  high  ground  offer  to  the 
dwellers  everything  conducive  to  their  good  health  and  welfare. 
Even  with  these  large  housing  schemes  the  Council  are  careful  to 
rreserve  the  residential  character  of  the  Borough  in  its  attractions  as 
a favoured  watering  place. 


Apart  from  the  mining  and  building  industries  the  remaining  chief 
sources  of  employment  are  found  in  the  local  brewery,  laundry  works 
and  fish  canning  factory. 

There  is  fortunately  no  serious  unemployment  in  the  Borough,  the 
figure  varying  from  350  to  800  during  the  year.  This  variation  is 
caused  by  the  seasonal  occupations  of  the  persons  such  as  builders’ 
labourers,  carpenters  and  painters,  etc. 


Poor  Relief. 

The  total  amount  of  Poor  Relief  paid  out  in  kind  and  money  in 
No.  16  District,  of  which  Deal  forms  a part,  was  <£13,273  for  twelve 
months  ended  31st  of  March,  1938.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Staff. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  of  the  Council  consists  of  myself  as  part- 
time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  School  Medical  Officer,  Mr.  John 
Phil  Byng  as  full-time  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  John  G. 
Woodruff  as  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Mr.  Geoffrey  L. 
Almond  as  Clerical  Assistant. 

The  Department  was  during  the  year  transferred  to  new  offices 
situated  at  43  Queen  Street,  Deal, 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  services  of  the  Kent  County  Laboratory  are  at  the  disposal  of 
the  medical  practitioners  of  Deal,  and  much  useful  work  is  done  in 
the  detection  of  infectious  disease  and  for  the  advancement  of  public 
health  work  generally. 

The  laboratory  is  situated  at  Sessions  House,  Maidstone,  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Constant  Ponder,  M.D.,  M.A.,  D P.II.,  the  Kent 
County  Medical  Officer.  The  very  valuable  service  rendered  to  the 
medical  men  of  the  district  and  to  myself  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  use  of  the  Council’s  horse-drawn  ambulance  for  the  removal 
of  infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  discontinued,  a 
new  motor  ambulance  having  been  put  into  operation. 

Accident  and  non-infectious  cases  are  attended  to  either  by  the 
hand-drawn  wheeled  stretchers  or  by  the  St.  John  Motor  Ambulance. 
The  latter  is  kept  at  Messrs.  Olds’  Garage  in  West  Street,  and  is 
obtainable  at  comparatively  short  notice. 

The  local  detachment  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the 
Deal  and  Walmer  Division,  has  its  headquarters  at  Deal  Railway 
Station  and  is  under  the  command  of  Supt.  W.  G.  Pocknell,  S B.St.  J. 
The  Divisional  Surgeon  is  Dr.  D.  A.  Davies,  F.R.C.S.Eng.,  B.Sc., 
L.R.C.P. 

The  Council  have,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
Amendment  Act,  1907,  Section  50,  granted  an  annual  contribution 
of  .£50  for  a period  of  five  years,  to  the  Brigade. 
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At  most  out-of-door  functions  the  Brigade  is  in  attendance  to  carry 
out  its  ever  efficient  service. 

The  ambulance  services  have  proved  to  be  quite  adequate  for  the 
needs  of  the  Borough  during  the  year. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  arrangements  for  General  Nursing  and  Nursing  of  Infectious 
Disease  remaiu  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 


Midwives. 

The  Kent  County  Council  undertake  the  administration  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  and  there  are  12  Midwives  practising  in  this  district 
under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 


Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  Clanwilliam  Road,  Deal,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer-in-charge,  Dr.  C.  de 
Villiers,  M.B.,  B.Sc.,  M.R.C.S  , B.A.,  is  available  for  local  treatment 
on  medical  advice  being  first  obtained.  Patients  suffering  from  the 
disease  and  notified  in  the  Borough  may  be  sent  to  one  or  other  of 
the  County  Sanatoria  in  Kent.  These  Sanatoria  are  managed  and 
controlled  by  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Home  treatment  is  permitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  the  necessary  advice  as  to  treatment  is 
supervised  by  such  Officer  and  the  Health  Nursing  Staff  of  the 
County  Council. 

The  Clanwilliam  Road  Clinic  is  open  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Thursday 
of  each  month  from  2 p.m.  until  4 p.m. 

The  compulsory  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  comes 
under  my  control. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  held  at  the  Baptist 
Schools,  Stanley  Road,  Deal,  the  Baptist  Schools,  Park  Road  East, 
Walmer,  the  Glynn  Vivian  Mission  Hall,  Mill  Hill,  Deal,  and  the 
Village  Hall,  Great  Mongeham,  continue  to  be  well  attended.

The  ante-natal  clinic  held  at  the  Baptist  Hall,  Deal,  had  133  first 
attendances  during  the  year,  the  total  number  of  attendances  being 
208. 

A Dental  Clinic  is  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Walmer  Baptist 
School  Centre  under  the  administration  of  the  Kent  County  Council. 
The  Dental  Surgeon  for  the  Centre  is  Mr.  W.  W.  F.  Da  we,  L.D.S 

Hospitals. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  in  this  district  are  conveyed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  situated  at  St.  Richards  Road,  Deal.  The 
main  building  of  timber  framed  construction  consists  of  two  pavilion 
type  wards  separated  by  the  caretakers’  quarters  and  domestic  offices. 
Each  ward  is  provided  with  six  beds,  disinfecting  equipment  and 
baths,  and  is  heated  by  stoves.  A separate  small  detached  ward  is 
provided  for  the  isolation  of  a second  disease  should  the  occasion 
arise,  and  similar  provision  for  treatment  is  included  therein.  This 
detached  building  was  erected  in  1912,  and  is  brick  built.  Adjoining 
are  the  nurses’  quarters. 

The  premises  are  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system,  and  have 
a constant  water  supp'y  obtained  from  the  public  mains. 

The  patients  admitted  are  visited  and  treated  by  myself  and  this 
has  proved  to  be  a very  satisfactory  arrangement, 

The  County  scheme  for  the  centralisation  of  Infectious  Disease 
Hospitals  has  been  in  course  of  preparation  for  some  time  but  as  yet 
nothing  has  been  definitely  settled  as  to  the  discpntinuance  of  this 
Council’s  Isolation  Hospital. 

Sundry  repairs  and  decorations  were  carried  out  during  1937  and 
everything  has  been  done  to  maintain  efficient  service. 
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Cases  of  Small  Pox  when  notified  are  now  removed  to  the  Small 
Pox  Hospital  at  Poulton  in  the  Dover  area.  No  use  was  made  of 
this  hospital  by  Deal  during  1937. 

The  Deal,  Walmer  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital  in  London 
Road  was  erected  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  officially  opened  by 
H.R.H.  Prince  Henry  (now  Duke  of  Gloucester)  in  March  1924. 

The  Hospital  comprises  men’s,  women’s  and  children’s  wards, 
private  wards,  operating  theatre,  staff  quarters,  X-ray  aud  ophthalmic 
departments,  facilities  for  radium  and  radiant  heat  treatments, 
electro  therapeutic  and  massage  departments. 

Additions  by  way  of  Nurses’  quarters  and  an  Out-patient’s  Depart- 
ment have  proved  extremely  advantageous  in  providing  for  extended 
accommodation  in  the  general  building.  These  additions  together 
with  the  extension  of  the  Male  and  Female  wards  have  given  room 
for  30  extra  beds. 

The  entire  maintenance  cost  is  borne  by  voluntary  subscription, 
and  patients  unable  to  afford  the  full  charges  receive  skilled  medical 
and  surgical  advice  or  treatment  at  a reduced  cost  to  meet  their 
circumstances. 

A contribution  scheme  is  in  operation  for  this  and  surrounding 
districts  to  provide  free  treatment  to  the  contributors  and  their 
families.  This  scheme  is  supported  by  the  various  trade  and 
business  employers  for  the  benefit  of  their  staffs  and  all  monies 
received  are  utilised  for  the  maintenance  of  the  hospital  and  its 
nursing  and  general  staff. 

Health  Visitors. 

The  Kent  County  Council  are  the  controlling  body  for  the 
arrangements  regarding  Health  Visitors  in  this  area. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  wells  sunk  into  the  chalk  to  a 
depth  of  about  120  feet  at  the  Waterworks  situated  in  St.  Richard’s 
Road,  Deal.  From  these  wells  adits  have  been  driven  to  intercept 
the  fissures  and  to  provide  bulk  storage  prior  to  pumping  to  the 
service  reservoirs. 
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No  further  extensions  of  the  underground  adits  have  been  carried 
out  since  1934,  the  water  now  being  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of 
the  area.

The  pumps  at  the  Waterworks  have  a capacity  for  raising  2,200 
gallons  per  minute,  there  being  two  sets  each  capable  of  an  output 
of  550  gallons  per  minute,  and  a third  set  with  an  output  of  1,100 
gallons  per  minute. 

The  output  of  water  supplied  to  Deal  and  Walmer  is  recorded  by 
meters  installed  at  the  Waterworks. 

The  quantities  delivered  during  the  twelve  months  under  review 
were  as  follows  : —

These  figures  give  a daily  average  of  521,445  gallons  and  222,727 
gallons  for  Deal  and  Walmer  respectively. 

The  supply  is  constant  and  the  standard  of  purity  is  very  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  areas  of  Great  Mongeham  and  Sholden  are  supplied  from 
water  mains  owned  and  maintained  by  the  East  Kent  District  Water 
Company  of  Snodland.  No  output  figures  are  available  for  this 
particular  part  of  the  district. 

During  the  latter  end  of  1937  samples  of  water  from  all  private 
wells  in  Mongeham  were  collected  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Pathologist  for  bacteriological  examination.  Resulting  from  the 
reports  received,  45  dwelling  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  East 
Kent  mains,  leaving  only  26  houses  in  the  Borough  dependent  upon 
wells  for  their  domestic  and  drinking  water. 
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Samples  of  the  public  water  supply  are  collected  weekly  and  for- 
warded alternately  to  the  Kent  County  Council  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  to  the  Clinical  Kesearch  Association  for  bac- 
teriological and  chemical  examination. 

In  Tables  IV  and  Y are  tabulated  the  results  of  the  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  submitted  during  1937  to  the 
Clinical  Kesearch  Association.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  enlarged  area  remains  in 
principal  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

That  of  Walmer  by  gravitation  through  a comparatively  new  set 
of  sewers  to  a storage  tank  under  the  foreshore.  The  contents  of  the 
tank  are  discharged  into  the  sea  through  1000  feet  of  outfall  pipe 
ouce  each  day.  The  majority  of  the  old  sewers  are  now  used  as  a 
separate  surface  water  drainage  scheme  and  discharge  their  contents 
through  the  original  foul-water  outfalls  on  the  foreshore. 

The  systems  have  given  no  cause  for  complaint  during  the  past 
year,  and  appear  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Deal  drainage  and  sewerage  is  also  by  gravitation  through  a 
somewhat  older  system  of  sewers  to  the  Pumping  Station  at  the 
north  end  of  the  town.  There  the  sewage  is  raised  into  a covered 
reservoir  and  at  suitable  times  is  discharged  through  the  outfall  into 
the  sea  well  away  from  the  foreshore. 
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The  Mongeham  area  is  still  dependent  upon  the  conservancy 
system  of  drainage,  but  a main  drainage  scheme  is  in  the  preparatory 
stage  to  deal  with  this  portion  of  the  district. 

In  conjunction  also  with  this  new  scheme  is  a proposal  to  connect 
to  it  an  intercepting  sewer  from  the  exntiog  main  sewer  which  will 
eradicate  to  a great  extent,  if  not  entirely,  the  periodical  flooding  in 
various  parts  of  the  town  at  times  of  exceptional  rainfall,  as  well  as 
relieve  generally  the  existing  sewers  of  Deal  of  their  ever  increasing 
volume  of  sewage. 

The  general  sewerage  system  in  Deal,  although  being  heavily 
taxed,  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

A complete  survey  of  the  sewerage  system  of  Deal  is  being  carried 
out.  As  soon  as  this  is  completed  a full  report  on  its  adequacy  will 
be  drawn  up  and  submitted  to  the  Council. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

The  approximate  number  of  premises  equipped  with  each  type  of 
sanitary  convenience  in  the  enlarged  Borough  is  as  follows  : —

The  increase  in  the  last  three  classes  over  previous  years’  figures  is 
due  to  the  larger  number  of  these  types  of  conveniences  in  houses  in 
the  Great  Mongeham  area  added  to  the  Borough  in  1935. 

No  conversions  took  place  during  the  twelve  months  under  review. 
Rivers  and  Streams. 

Only  one  nuisance  was  dealt  with  lespecting  the  deposit  of 

rubbish  in  watercourses  during  the  year.  This  was  abated  after 
informal  action. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  undertaken  by 
direct  labour,  a twice  weekly  collection  being  maintained  throughout 
the  year  in  all  parts  of  the  area. 
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The  collection  is  made  in  modern  covered  motor  vehicles,  and  the 
refuse  is  conveyed  for  disposal  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tip. 

The  controlled  tip  in  South  wall  Road  has  been  managed  very 
satisfactorily  and  has  not  given  rise  to  any  complaints  whatsoever. 

An  improvement  in  the  cleansing  service  in  the  Borough  has  been 
made  by  the  provision  of  a combined  vacuum  gulley  emptier  and 
flushing  van,  this  being  far  more  hygienic  than  the  old  methods 
employed.  The  provision  of  overalls  for  those  engaged  on  refuse 
collection  may  too  be  regarded  as  an  advancement  in  the  right 
direction.  The  question  of  “ totting  ” is  one  which  has  still  to  be 
dealt  with  and  I sincerely  hope  that  the  practice  will  eventually  be 
eliminated. 

A re-survey  of  the  area  has  resulted  in  the  provision  or  renewal  of 
some  316  sanitary  ashbins.  The  old  bath  and  pail  receptacles  so 
common  a few  years  ago  have  now  become  conspicuous  by  their 
absence. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

Your  Public  Health  Staff  undertakes  the  necessary  inspections  of 
the  district  for  the  purposes  provided  for  by  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
Regulations,  Orders  and  Byelaws  in  force  in  the  Borough  and  records 
are  kept  for  reference.  Amongst  others,  the  duties  include  the 
inspection  of  factories,  workshops,  etc.,  dwelling  houses,  farms, 
dairies  and  milkshops,  slaughterhouses,  shops  and  vehicles,  meat  and 
other  foods,  bakehouses,  common  lodging  houses,  and  all  places 
where  food  is  prepared  for  sale. 

I give  below  the  table  showing  the  number  of  inspections  of 
Factories  and  Workshops,  with  the  number  of  defects  found,  the 
action  taken  and  the  result  thereof  : —

No  action  was  taken  during  the  twelve  months  regarding  the 
ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences  of  shops  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  occasion  arose  whereby  action  was  necessary  to  deal  with  the 
emission  of  smoke  in  the  area. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  swimming  bath  in  Marine  Road  owned  by  the  Admiralty  is 
the  only  one  to  which  certain  members  of  the  public  are  permitted. 
The  bath  is  equipped  with  a chlorinating  plant  and  samples  of  the 
bath  water  are  collected  by  the  Admiralty  staff  and  submitted  for 
examination  at  frequent  intervals. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Until  recent  years  little  action  was  necessary  to  deal  with 
verminous  infestation  but  now  it  has  become  more  evident,  due  no 
doubt  to  the  constant  changing  of  occupants  from  one  house  to 
another  in  the  district. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  action  was  taken  for  the

The  Sanitary  Inspector  visits  the  homes  of  the  proposed 
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Council  House  tenants  and  if  found  verminous  or  suspected 
of  being  verminous  the  furniture  and  effects  must  be  treated 
before  being  placed  in  new  house.  The  HCN  Van  method  is 
adopted  in  these  instances. 

4.  Whether  the  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority  or  by  the  Contractor. 

With  the  exception  of  fumigation  by  HCN  which  is 
undertaken  by  Contractors,  all  other  disinfestation  work  is 
carried  out  by  the  Council’s  staff. 

5.  The  measures  taken  by  way  of  supervision  or  education  of 
tenants  to  prevent  infestation  or  re-infestation  after  cleansing. 

By  the  periodical  inspection  of  Council  property  and  verbal 
advice  to  the  tenants  it  is  felt  that  the  possibilities  of 
infestation  or  re-infestation  is  greatly  reduced.  There  was 
only  one  case  of  re-infestation  found  in  Council  property 
during  the  year. 

Schools. 

There  are  11  elementary  and  14  private  schools  in  the  Borough, 
the  former  being  under  the  control  of  the  Deal  Education  Authority. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  of  all  the  public 
elementary  schools  continue  to  be  satisfactory  and  efficient 

The  advent  of  the  new  schools  in  IV] ill  Road,  near  the  mining 
settlement,  has  materially  helped  to  reduce  the  overcrowded  state  of 
the  class-rooms  in  the  other  schools  and  has  been  instrumental  in 
solving  the  problem  of  transport  for  the  infants. 

The  health  of  the  school  children  is  of  a high  stanlard,  and  during 
the  year  no  severe  epidemic  occurred,  making  it  unnecessary  to  adopt 
any  emergency  measures  of  closing  the  schools  in  this  connection. 


Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  area  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured. 
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HOUSING. 

The  housing  conditions  generally  in  the  Borough  may  be  regarded 
as  being  reasonably  satisfactory.  A preliminary  inspection  of 
several  houses  in  the  Middle  Street  area  has  resulted  in  the  proposal 
to  carry  out  a detailed  survey  of  all  premises  in  this  part  of  the  town 
during  1939.  The  procedure  will  be  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

The  Council  during  the  year  commenced  the  erection  of  8 five- 
bedroomed  houses  in  Mayers  Road  to  deal  with  the  larger  families 
found  overcrowded  during  the  1935-36  survey.  Other  large  families 
which  have  become  overcrowded  since  that  time  are  being  similarly 
re-housed.  It  is  satisfying  to  report  that  there  is  no  serious  over- 
crowding in  the  Borough  and  that  the  review  inspections  carried  out 
monthly  reveal  only  a few  existing  cases  which  are  dealt  with  accord- 
ingly. 

Building  by  private  enterprise  continues,  but  not  to  the  extent  of 
that  shown  during  previous  years.  The  number  of  new  houses  erected 
during  1937,  other  than  by  the  Council,  was  69.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 
Milk  Supply. 

The  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  iu  the  Borough  have  been 
regularly  inspected,  and  much  useful  work  in  the  improvement  of  the 
milk  supply  has  been  done  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order, 
1936,  the  following  licences  were  issued  by  the  Council  : —

The  total  number  of  reports  received  on  the  bacteriological  exam- 
inations of  samples  of  Graded  Milk  during  1937  was  14.  All  these 
were  found  to  conform  to  the  prescribed  standards  laid  down  iu  the 
Ministry’s  Order. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  total  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  Deal  and  Walmer  at  the 
end  of  1937  was  10,  of  which  4 are  licensed  and  6 are  registered.  One 
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registered  slaughterhouse  at  Nos,  55  and  57,  West  Street,  fell  into 
disuse  in  August,  1937,  while  the  registered  slaughterhouse  at  No. 
172,  High  Street,  was  vacated  iu  December  of  that  year. 

Frequent  visits  are  made  to  these  slaughterhouses  for  inspection  as 
to  cleanliness,  etc.,  while  regular  visits  are  mad®  on  slaughtering 
days  to  each  premises  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection. 

1469  inspections  were  made  during  1937  of  the  slaughterhouses,  as 
the  result  of  which  the  total  amount  of  meat  found  unfit  and  sub- 
sequently surrendered  for  destruction  was  5cwts.  241  bs .

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  general  health  of  the  civilian  population  has  again  been  satis- 
factory, there  being  no  serious  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
during  the  year. 

The  12  scarlet  fever  and  5 diphtheria  patients  among  the  civilian 
population  were  isolated  at  the  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital.  No 
deaths  were  recorded  as  resulting  from  these  diseases. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  among  the  men  in  the  Depot 
Royal  Marines,  33  cases  being  notified.  These,  however,  are  excluded 
from  the  civilian  statistics,  as  also  are  2 notified  cases  of  erysipelas. 
All  the  requisite  fumigation,  isolation  and  treatment  is  undertaken  by 
the  Depot  Authorities. 

One  notified  case  of  typhoid  was  also  isolated  at  the  hospital,  the 
patient  making  a complete  recovery. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

There  is  nothing  of  special  comment  upon  which  to  report  on  the 
usual  endemic  occurrence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  during 
1937.  One  death  was  recorded  from  whooping  cough  during  the 
year.

Disinfection. 

Following  the  notification  of  an  infectious  disease  the  infected 
premises  are  inspected  both  by  myself  and  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
This  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  tracing,  if  possible,  the  source  of 
infection.  The  patients  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment  unless  medical  advice  warrants  isolation  at  home.  After 
removal  of  the  patient  to  the  hospital,  the  bedroom  and  its  contents, 
i.e.  bedding  and  wearing  apparel,  are  fumigated,  aud  the  bedding 
and  clothing  removed  for  steam  disinfection.  Premises  where  home 
treatment  of  the  disease  has  been  carried  out  are  similarly  treated 
after  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

During  1937  the  disinfection  of  38  rooms  and  of  74  articles  was 
carried  out. 

There  is  no  arrangement  in  the  Borough  that  provides  for  the 
cleansing  aud  disinfecting  of  verminous  persons,  although  such 
appears  advisable. 


Examination  of  Pathological  Bacteriological  Specimens. 

This  service  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Council  at  the  County 
Laboratory,  Sessions  House,  Maidstone,  has,  as  previously  reported, 
been  of  valuable  assistance  to  myself  and  other  medical  men  in  this 
district  in  the  examination  of  swabs.

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Tuberculosis. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating  to  employees 
in  the  milk  supply  trade,  nor  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  tor  the  compulsory  removal  of  tuberculous  patients  to 
hospital.
